count. Pettit himself was a bear, selling 
heavily, and sustaining losses when the big 


q@dvance was made on the crop reports. 


Pettit also was what was called one of 
the greatest ‘‘ spreaders " in.the grain trade. 
In other words, he bought in one market 
and sold in another. In trade circles it 
was said that such operations would break 
any man if pursued long enough, as the 
commissions would eat up the profits if there 
Were any.

A meeting of creditors of the grain com- 
Pany was held yesterday in Minneapolis. 
Attending it were Vice President Wetmore of 
the First National of this city, who also rep- 
resented the other Chicago banks that were 
caught with loans; A. D. Carpenter of Mose- 
ley & Co., and Charles W. Folds of Hatha- 
way, Smith, Folds & Co. of Chicago, com- 
mercial paper men; F. A. Chamberlain, pres- 
ident of the Security National bank of Min- 
neapolis; C. J. T. Jaffray, vice president of 
the First National of Minneapolis; J. C. 
Chapman Jr., Northwestern National of 
Minneapols, and A. C. Cobb of counsel for the 
bankers of Minneapolis; and Frank T. Heffel- 
finger and Fred B. Wells, president and vice 
president of F. H. Peavey & Co. 

After the meeting adjourned Vice President 
Chapman of the Northwestern National bank 
of Minneapolis said: - 

“The Peavey Grain company of Chicago 
Goes not owe a dollar to any Minneapolis 
bank. Its loans were all made by Chicago 
banks.” 


Wells Puts Shortage at $1,000,000. 

Mr. Wells made a statement which is 
printed in full elsewhere. ; 

“It has been discovered,” he said in part, 
“that certain unauthorized and concealed 
speculations had been going on in the busi- 
ness, which subsequent investigation proves 
will result in a shortage of approximately 
$1,000,000. Mr. Pettit, general manager of the 
business, had apparently in no way profited 
by these speculations, and they were Car- 
ried on absolutely contrary to instructions 
and without knowledge of F. H. Peavey & 
Co., and in direct violation of the well known 
general policy of the Peavey interests. 

“EH. Peavey & Co.'s interest in the Pea- 
vey Grain company arises from the fact 
that it is the owner of stock of the Peavey 
Grain company of Chicago.” 

In a subsequent statement Mr. Wells said: 

“All that the Peavey Grain company of 
Chicago owes will eventually be paid. I 
do not expect that the business of any of 
the operating companies embraced by F. H. 
Peavey & Co. will be discontinued or inter- 
rupted other than that of the Chicago firm. 
The Chicago corporation is entirely sepa- 
rate from the Minneapolis business, but 
practically all of its capital stock is owned 
by the Minneapolis offices.”’ 

Some Banks Refuse Credit. 

Chicago bankers generally admit surprise 


@t the disclosures made following the death 
of Pettit. Some found paper of the Peavey 


- eompany’ being offered in quantities before 


they heard of the drowning. 

However, the revelation to some. other 
bankers was not much of a shock. Oneor 
two big banks had refused to extend credit 
at all, the head of one asserting that the 
cash grain elevator business had ceased to 
b@ profitable since the railroads had been 
prohibited from granting rebates. For this 
reason, among others, the bank had refused 
to lend... 

Yet many banks considered the company’s 
paper as good as could be asked. 

“Jim Pettit bore the reputation of being a 
hard working, thoroughly honest man,’’ said 
Howard H. Hitchcock, vice president of the 
First National. ‘‘Money he secured on*the 
paper he brought us we believed fully was 
for the regular business of the Peavey Grain 
company. We had no reason to doubt it. 
Mad we known or suspected that it was used 


for his personal speculations he would not 


have received a cent.”’ 


Mr. Hamill Not Alarmed. 

“Tt is supposed that the trouble is due to 
Mr. Pettit’s speculations,’’ said ‘Ernest A. 
Hamilil, president of the Corn Exchange Na- 
tional bank, one of the big creditors. “ What 
my own opinion is does not matter. The 
money was borrowed and it is gone. We do 
not feel, however, that there is any occasion 
for alarm in view of the statement from the 


Minneapolis company.” 


‘The customers of the Peavey Grain com- 
pany will not lose a cent,” said J. N. Greata, 
manager of the Bank of Montreal’s local 
branch. “The toss to the banks, if any, 
will be small. If it did exist, we would not 
gay anything about it.” 

It appears that one bank had such ¢gpnfi- 
dence in Pettit that it loaned $250,000 en- 
tirely without collateral security. The col- 
jateral accompanying outstanding loans is 
not in excess of $750,000, most of this in the 
form of warehouse receipts. There may be 
as much more in unsecured loans. 

The Peavey grain concern has been a heavy 
borrower for years and credit has been good 
here until recently. 
Peavey & Co. has had the best of credit. 
The holding company’s loans in the last two 
years have stood around $22,500,000. Net 
assets against this amount, according to 
pome local credit men, were $2,500,000. Cap- 
{tal stock outstanding was in excess of 


$3,600,000, 
Net Assets Year Ago $668,000. 


So far as the Chicago branch fs concerned 
net assets a year ago were estimated at $668,- 
000. The forthcoming auditor's report will 
be the first public statement since then. It 
is a $500,000 West Virginia corporation, all 
etock held by the Peavey Elevator company 
except for 100 shares by Pettit and a few by 
other officers. Business has been heavy, both 
in commissions and warehouse operations. 
An old board of trade operator says business 
ran between $1,000,000 and $2,000,000 a day, 
varying considerably according to the season. 

The holding company has a score of sub- 
gidiaries, and around 3OO country ware- 
houses owned directly or through subsid- 
faries. Among other assets are a number of 
lake steamers. : 

A good part of the Chicago company’s 
prominence was due to the ‘‘favorable under~- 
standings’ with other big grain interests, the 
Armours, Rosenbaum & Co., the Calumet 
elevator, and others. 


Pettit’s Salary $25,000 a Year. 


Mr. Pettit was not a wealthy man. As 


, president of the company he is said to have 


drawn a salary of $25,000 a year and that for 
some time this was his principal persona! 
income. It is said that his habits were not 
extravagant, that his tastes were simple, 
and that the huge shortage is traceable en- 
tirely to boid and big and unlucky grain 
epeculation. 

He carried about $100,000 in life and acct, 
dent insurance, $20,000 of which life insur- 
ance had been taken out inside of eighteen 
months. Whether he planned to leave heavy 
life insurance behind if his financia! affairs 
turned out in such a-way that he would not 
be able to untangle himself, is unknown. 

Bugene E. Andrews of the New York Life 
Insurance company, who wrote Mr. Pettit 
a $20,009, life insurance policy a little over

.“ As far as I know at present, we shal] 
pay the $25,000 claim,” said W. A. Alexander, 
manager of the local office of the Fidelity 
and Casualty company. “ We have merely 
been notified of the death of Mr. Pettit. We 
ehall investigate the circumstances of his 
death as we do in all cases.”’ 


Plunged for Three Years. 
An officer of the holding company said last 
night in Minneapolis that Pettit started 
tlufiging on his own account about three 


| years ago. 


“He lost his first bet. Any money he 
rersonally may have had went into the pit 
after it,’’ this officer continued. 

*“ Then he started gambling with the money 
of his company. His speculations were con- 
ducted from the banks on the notes of the 
Peavey Grain company, which he executed 
and signed as president. Henever succeeded 
im landing on the right side of the market 
once in his career. 

“ His life must have been a h-——-, kept busy 
as he was issuing new notes to take up old 
end, consequently, increasing his peculations 
to cover increased interest rates and new 
losses, 4 

**We knew about some of these notes, but 
we thought that Mr. Pettit had borrowed 
the money from the Peavey Grain company, 
and when the notes were paid we put the 
cash expended down to legitimate loss. We 
Had unlimited confidence in Mr. Pettit as a 
keen business man and as a man of the high- 
est personal integrity, so we never ques- 
tioned any of his dealings. 

“The other officers of the Peavey Grain 
company of Chicago and the parent company 
fh Minneapolis were entirely in the dark as 
to his extensive speculations, and they were 
wholly unauthorized, as well as the loans 
from the different banks in Chicago.”’ 


Will Not Reopen Inquest. 

Deputy Coroner Edward Conrad of Wau- 
kegan said last night that no attempt would 
be made to reopen the inquest, which declared 
Pettit’s death accidental drowning, despite 
the request made by insurance representa- 
tives. The deputy admitted that no effort 
rad been made to secure exact knowledge as 
to the cause of death. There was no autopsy. 
The coroner is ignorant as to whether there 
was water on the lungs, as no examination 
of them was made. 

Dr. A. R. Sheldon, house physician at the 
Moraine hotel, near which the body was 
found, testified at the inquest that hereached 
the conclusion that Pettit was drowned be- 
cause water came from the nose and mouth 
of the body while efforts toward resuscita- 
tion were béing made. On this statement 
and the statements of witnesses regarding 
the circumstances of the finding of the body 
the verdict was reached. At the same time 
Dr. Sheldon gave as his opinion that the 
contusion on the right temple had been re- 
ceived before death. 4 

“There was no significance attached on 
account of the contusion,’’ said the physi- 
cian. ‘“*‘It could not have caused death. It 
was likely received before the man died.’

Under Another Name License 
Restoration Is Asked. 


ALSO REVIVE STAG THEA'TER 


Scenes of Notorious South Side ‘‘Orgy’’ 
Subject of Permit Pleas. 


Revoked by Mayor Busse, whose action 
was upheld by the Superior court, the saloon 
license of David Klotter ts still alive, and 
within a short time his old place at & East 
Thirty-4fifth street is to be reopened. 

It was closed because of its connection 
with a nickel] theater “ stag,” the details of 
which Judge R. E. Burke refused to admit 
in evidence because of their immoral na- 
ture. The place has now changed hands, 
and the new proprietor will be enabled to 
begin business because of his purchase from 
Klotter of the license which Mayor Buste 
canceied and steadfastly refused to restore. 

In addition, it is probable that the nickel 
thedter in which the “ stag’ was given will 
secure a license soon and again be open to 
the public with a new proprietor. The prep- 
arations for both of these openings have 
been made since Mayor Busse left office. 


Woman’s Affidavit Told Story. 

The scandal of the early morning affair 
in Thirty-fifth street, near Grand boulevard, 
still is fresh in the minds of the public. The 
affidavit of a young woman, stranded in Chi- 
cago, enticed to the saloon of Klotter, per- 
suaded for cash to give an immoral dance, 
mistreated, and then robbed of her money 
and turned into the streets, was the prin- 
cipal evidence which led Judge Burke to 
order it excluded from the testimony. 

Mayor Busse never wavered from the 
éeclaration that so long as he was in office 
Klotter’s punishment would not be abated 
an iota, and Judge Burke denounced 
Klotter in strong terms in passing judg- 
ment on the appeal for an overruling of the 
mayor’s order. 

About April 30 there were, it is said, put 
in motion the wheels that in spite of the 
court’s order left Klotter free to sell his 
license, which is worth a bonus of some- 
thing more than $2,000 because of the lim- 
ited number of them under the Harkin ordi- 
nance. Action was taken before April 30, 
the last day of the license period. 


Senator Ettelson an Advocate. 

Senator Ettelson was Klotter’s attorney in 
his mandamus proceedings in Judge Burke's 
court. His story was that he persuaded Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton to ** keep the license 
alive ”’ pending the outcome of the litigation, 
with an understanding that if Klotter lost he 
was to transfer his license. Corporation 
Counse] Sexton verified this and added a 
statement that he would do the same thing if 
he had it to do over again. 

Former Collector Magerstadt said that the 
order to reinstate the Hcense came from 
Mayor Harrison ** by letter or messenger "’ 
and not the same day as the conference in 
Sexton's office. He said that he had dis- 
cussed the matter with Mayor Harrison both 
before and after that conference.

PIONEER CAMERA MAN DEAD; 
TOOK 350,000 PHOTOGRAPHS. 


George G. Rockwood of New York Start- 
ed in Business Fifty-eight Years Ago 
and Won Fame, 


New York, July 11.—[Special.]—George 
Gardner Rockwood, the photographer, is 
dead at Lakeville, Conn. He began taking 
pictures fifty-eight years ago and his records 
show he has photographed more than 350,000 
persons 

Mr. Rockwood was born in Troy, N. Y., in 
1832. He went tothe Troy schools and later 
received the degree of Ph.D. from the old 
Chicago university. He took up photography 
in St. Louis in 1853 and produced in 1853 
the first carte-de-visite made in the United 
States. The subject was Baron Rothschild. 

Mr. Rockwood came to New York in 1857 
and went into partnership with his brother, 
Col. Elihu Rockwood, who died in 1908. There 
are several Rockwood studios about the city 
now, but the one in which George Rockwood 
and his brother came to be best known was 
at Broadway and Thirteenth street.

HERO VICTIM OF WATER. 


Girl Who Was to Be ‘‘Reseued’’ Swims 
to Shore in Safety. 


New York, July 11.—[{Special.]}—A moving 
picture machine set up to make a film of the 
rescue of a young woman from the waters of 
a lake in Staten island today recorded in- 
stead the drowning of the actor-rescuer and 
the saving of the actress by herself. The 
actor drowned was Albert Brighton. 

The play which ended in the tragedy took 
place at Brady’s pond, Grassmere. The pond 
has an area of about six acres. Mary Mur- 
ray, an actress, rowed out twenty-five feet or 
so from the shore. At the point selected for 
the picture taking there are many water 
lilies. 


Woman Was to Tip Boat, 

The young woman, in a fluffy white dress 
and alone in the boat, was to pick water 
lies, and, in reaching too far for one of 
the flowers, was to upset the boat and be 
rescued. 

The picture machine was started, and Mis; 
Murray picked several of the flowers. Then, 
at a signal from the operator, she leaned far 


over the gunwale and stretched her hand 
toward another of the lilies. As she put her 
weight on the side of the boat It tipped anc 
went over, throwing her into the water. 

It was part of the play that the girl should 
scream for help and throw up her hands to 
attract the attention of Brightoh, who was 
strolling along the shore of the pond in im- 
maculate summer flannel. When the girl 
screamed Brighton threw off his straw hat 
and his coat and dived into the water. 


Think Struggle Is Acting. 

The young woman in the water continued 
her acting of the helpiess drowning girl. The 
actor splashed toward her, apparently half 
swimming and half wading. Then he began 
to shout for help asif appealing to those on 
shore to come to his assistance in rescuing 
the girl. 

As he shouted he disappeared and then re- 
appeared and shouted again. The others of 
the company made no move, thinking that 
he had taken a notion to impart an additional! 
appearance of reality totheact. So fora few 
seconds the film ran on, but the rescuer 
sank and did not reappear.

To the misery which the heat wave has 


brought especially to congested portions 
of Chicago there hag been added a water 
famine. All yesterday and anti! late in the 
evenings residents in the Twenty-ninth 
ward, between West Forty-fifth and West 
Fifty-fifth streeta and between €outh Pauli- 
na street and South Ashland evenue were 
without water. 

“Over in the parks they have plenty of 
water for the grass and trees, but here I 
have to wait until late at night to get water 
to give the children a drink,” said one of the 
mothers on Paulina street. | 

In some of the houses west of Paulina 
street the water will run only in the base- 
ment. The pressure is not strong enough 
to force it above the level of fhe pipe lines 
It was said yesterday that there would be 
grave danger of fire in that vicinity, ae « 
small blaze might spread on account of the 
scarcity of the water supply. 


Water Supply in Basements. 

In some of the tenement houses relief from 
the drought is secured by carrying water 
from neighboring basements where the sup- 
rly is not cut off. During the greater part 
of the afternoon children in Paulina street 
were kept busy bringing water to their 
homes in all sorts of utensils, from sprinkling 
cans to wash boilers. | 

Mrs. Sarah Nordoff, 5811 South Pauline 
etreet, said yesterday that she bad forwarded 
several communications to the police asking 
if something could not be done to better 
conditions which are feared may result in 
injury to the health of that loeallty if prompt 
steps are not taken to increase the water 
supply.

Sugar Refining company in 1908, was intro- 
duced in evidence today when the house 
sugar trust committee resumed its inguiry. 

The affidavit was submitted by T. 8S. Fuller, 
counsel for the sugar trust. 

Kissel’s statement was that he hed ex- 
pressed a desire to testify before the federal 
grand jury regarding his connection with 


the $1,250,000 loan made by the American | 


Sugar Refining company, through him, to | 


Adolph Segal of Philadelphia, on which 
transaction Kissel’s indictment was based, 
but that he had been indicted before he had 
gn opportunity to testify. 


Declaration by Kissel. 

Conscious of his ‘‘dangerous’ illness, Kis- 
pel made this declaration: 

“The charge made in the indictment that I 
entered into an unlawful conspiracy is un- 
¢rue and the allegations that I deceived Mr. 
Segal, and that I wrongfully endeavored to 
injure him financially and to hinder his pay- 
ing his debts, and to prevent the Pennsy!- 
vania Sugar Refining company from engag- 
ing in business, are without foundation. I did 
everything in my power to assist him finan- 
cially and to help him pay off the loan and 
start the refinery, and my financial interests 
were at al] times with him and not with the 
American company.’’ 

Kissel admitted voting to close down the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refinery because it re- 
quired too much money to operate. 


Says Case Killed Two Men. 

Robert M. Parker, traffic manager of the 
American Sugar Refining company, wee the 
first witness today. 

He declared the sugar trust had no ad- 
vantage over competitors in railroad rates 
in New York. He was interrogated regard- 
ing prosecution of railroad and sugar trust 


- officials in 1906 for rebating. 


‘That case killed two men,” eald Parker. 

“Who ” asked Chairman Hardwick. 

“ Guilford and Pomeroy of the New York 
Central died after they were indicted.” 

“Did the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany ever receive an offer of lower rates 
from the railroads.’’ 

“Not to my knowledge. I would tell them 
to give the same rates to all.’’ 

‘Then you don’t want concessions?’

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FARMERS ASK PARCELS POST 


Overwhelmingly Indorse Estab- 
lishment of the System. 


EXPRESS CONCERNS OPPOSE. 


Unanimity of Demand Surprises Lloyd 
Sub-Committee 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—{Special]— 
The farmers and other rura! dwellers of the 
country overwhelmingly favor the establish- 
ment of a general parcels post. 
has been demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
the Democratic members of the Lioyd sub- 
committee which is investigating the feasi- 
bility of a parcels post system. 

The subcommittee will resume its sessions 
tomorrow, when opponents of the various 
bills providing a package carrying system 
will-be heard. Just what fnterests wil! ap- 
pear in opposition is a matter unknown to 
the committee, which has received no noti- 
fication of the persons desiring to be heard. 
In general it is supposed that the opponents 
will represent local retad! dealers’ associa- 
tions, traveling men’s organizations and 
some metropolitan wholesale establish- 
ments, all of which have been deluging con- 
gress with petitions antagonistic to a parcels 
post. 


Express’ Companies Chief Foes. 

Of course the chief opposition to a par- 
cels post is known to be the express com- 
panies, but the members of the committee 
will be surprised if any express company 
representative appears in opposition, The 
express lobby never has wasted its time on 
public hearings, but has wielded its power of 
opposition silently and successfully through 
underground political channe!)s. 

The unanimity with which the farmers of 
the country are demanding a parcels post 
has surprised some of the members of the 
subcommittee. 

‘There is no doubt,”’ said Chairman. Lloyd, 
“that the farmers want a parcels post. Their 
representatives and their petitions say they 
want it and I venture to say there is nota 
member of congress who has not been del- 
uged with letters from his rural constitu- 
ents urging the passage of parce!s post leg- 
islation. 


Surprise to Many People. 

“This attitude of the farmer gena@wally 
seems to have surprised a good many peaple, 
particularly the rural retail merchants. The 
proprietors of country stores complain that 
the farmers patronize them heavily in the 
winter time when money is short and credit 
can be had for the asking at the nearest store. 
But at other periods of the year when the 
farmer has money he passes by the country 
store, according to these complainants, and 
goes to the cKy and pays cash for his goods. 
These country merchants seem to think the 
farmers are being still more ungrateful! to 
the lecal stores in favoring a parcels post.”

BAILEY HALTS TREATY VOTE 


Three Hour Speech Prevents 
Final Action on Reciprocity. 


IN AID OF LA FOLLETTE. 


Efforts for Delay to Be Frowned On in 
the Future. 


Washington, D. C., July 11.—Only the Iin- 
terposition of a three hour speech by Senator 
Bailey of Texas and the submission of one of 
his amendments to the Canadian reciprocity 
bill prevented that measure from coming toa 
final vote in the senate today. 

The opponents of the bill were caught nap- 
ping by the senate leaders with no one ready 
to speak against the measure and no amend- 
ments ready to be offered. 


Bailey Takes the Floor. 

Senator Bailey, the chief Democratic oppo- 
nent of the agreement, was finall¢+ forced to 
take the floor and offer his amendment to 
attach the farmers’ free list bill, recently 
passed by the house, to the reciprocity meas- 
ure. His amendment, Which. was not voted 
on, omitted the agricultural provisions of the 
free list bill. 

“I have been holding the floor this after- 
noon,’’ Mr. Bailey finally admitted, ‘* because 
I promised the senator from Wisconsin (Mr. 
La Follette) that I would not let the bill come 
to a vote until he can get ready to speak.”’ 


Will Frown on Efforts for Delay. 

Chairman Penrose and other leaders, who 
are pushing the reciprocity bill through, held 
the senate in session until 7:15 p.m. From 
now on the senate will be tn session unti] 
6 o'clock or later and all efforts for delay 
will be frowned upon.

We are often 
told that the public school.is a great melting 
pa in which the true gold is worked out. I 
dislike that idea and I am almost appalled 
giits effect. The school is not a melting pot. 
It should not seek to teach every child the 
game thing and in the same way. It should 
be the matrix of the nation, teeming with 
fe and differentiations and not a mold to 
turn out men and women in the same mental 
and moral shapes and forms. 

“We hear also that other phrase, “The 


whole child should go to school.’ Too many | 


teachers and educators have accepted this 
as meaning that the children should be 
taught everything, given a ‘rounded out’ ed- 
ucation they say. The result Is that the whole 
country is erying out against the work that 
is loaded on children in the public schools. 
The curriculums are overloaded, pupils 
are rushed-through many courses and the 
result too often is a tota) failure at educa- 
tion and mental training. 


Care for “Misfit” Children. 

“The thing I would plead for most is the 
@iscarding of the final theory and the adop- 
tion of the hypotheticalideal.

HAS PLAN FOR AMUSEMENTS. 


Chicagoans Visit Points of Interest in 
Rochester, 


—— 


Rochester, N. Y., July 11.-That the Mystic 
Shriners should buy 5,000 acres of land 
womewhere to establish a’ Mecca for the 
organization, where its annual imperial coun- 
ellis should be held,. was the suggestion 
made by Imperial Potentate Fred A. Hines 
of Los Angeles at the first business session 
of the council today.

KING GEORGE GIVES AWARD 
IN ALSOP DISPUTE TO U.S. 
American Claimants Conceded $935,- 


000 in Settlement of Controversy in 
Which Monarch Was Arbitrator. 


LONDON, July 12.—The Times announces 
that King George has given the award in 
thé Algop claim to the United States. The 
award concedes $935,000 to the American 


claimants. 
Early last August the Américan ambassa- 


| dor and the Chilean minister at London pre- 


sented to the British foreign office their re- 
spective cases on the Alsop claim, which 
had been submitted to Kings George as ar- 
bitrator. 

The claim is based upon large sums of 
money advanced to the Bolivian government 
in 1874, Chile agreeing to assume the obliga- 
tions of Bolivia. 

The claim amounted to $1,500,000. The 
United States and Chile agreed to submit 
the case to King Edward, and after his death 
to his successor, King George. Chile de- 
posited the amount claimed in London, to be 
paid over in case the award was in favor of 
the American claimants.

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Fly Swatters’ Tales. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 
OL. EPH BLAHA, who has returned re- 
cently from a big fly swat along the jun- 
gles of the north shore and whose party 
succeeded in swatting over 2,000 flies of 
different species, says that the game in 
that region offers the best sport to fly swatters 
of any place he ever swatted in. 
“Of course,” said Col. Blaha to your corre- 
spondent last evening, ‘‘I realize that fly swat- 
ting as the king of outdoor sports has but re- 
cently come into vogue. Not long ago I myself 
regarded fishing as the most éxciting pastime in 
the world and my story of the big muskellunge 
nine feet long and weighing 6585 pounds that I 
captured after a battle lasting twenty-two hours 
in Lake Kiwasigeehokus in northern Wisconsin 
has often silenced people who thought they 
knew something about fishing. Then I went in 
for big game hunting and landed in Africa 
ahead of Roosevelt. 
“It always has been a mystery to everybody 
why Col. Roosevelt with his big party of pro- 
fessional hunters and as many beaters and gun 
carriers as an army did not secure more game. 
The reason was that I had gone through the 
jungies just ahead of the Roosevelt people and 
had just cleaned everything up. The only game 
that the Roosevelt party got were the animals 
that I had captured and turned loose on purpose 
gc that the colonel could get a chance at some- 
thing. I have always been a strofig champion 
of Mr. Roosevelt and I didn’t want to see him 
disappointed. 
“Some people may doubt this story, but if 
Col. Roosevelt or John McCutcheon will exam- 
ine the hides of the animals they brought from 
Africa trophies of the chase they will find 
the initials “ BE. B.”’ carefully. tattooed under the 
right foreleg of each one. I took this little pre- 
caution with every animal I turned loose so that 
if my story were doubted it could easily be sub- 
stantiated. ® 
_e- ‘ 

“Only this year I went in for fly swatting. 
I was opposed to the spdrt at first. I consid- 
ered it child's play. But I found out that every- 
body was fly swatting and consequently telling 
stories about their achievements. Now, the 
principal part of fishing is not the fish you get; 
you generally throw them away. 
“You go fishing not to get fish but to get 
stories about getting them. The same about 
bunting. Nobody kills the noble elephant or the 
majestic lion merely for the fun of killing these 
noble animals but to get stories of adventure 
that will last them for the rest of their natural 
lives and be a constant joy and comfort to 
them. I found it was so with fly swatting. The 
sport gives opportunities for strange adventures 
that furnish the swatters with plenty of ma- 
terial to be worked into stories fully as inter- 
esting, if not more so, than fish stories or nar- 
ratives of big game hunting, 
“T have often heard Col. Fred Stephenson, 
who was with the McCutcheon party, slap his 
hands on his knees and relate\how when a fierce 
bull elephant charged the camp and no one had 
a chance to grab his rifle he alone and single 
handed walked up to the elephant and made a 
noise like a peanut. Anybody that has ever been 
to a circus knows how an elephant loves pea- 
nuts, iio when Col. Steph did this little 
trick “he elephant began swaying softly back 
and forth, and, Col. Stephenson continuing to 
make the noise like a peanut, climbed up a huge 
ge tree. An elephant will g9 anywhere

Economical Housekeeping.

Lamb. 


AMB its distinctly a summer meat. Tthas’ 

a special affinity fer such things of thé’ 

season as new potatoes, young peas, and, 

in fact, all the new vegetables. The larger 

part of this meat’ creature is inexpensive 
and serviceable. A good lamb stew is much 
better than a poor roast. 

Hot or cold roast lamb may be a dainty dish, 
but too many cooks dry up the meat in roasting 
it, so that it is not at all what it might be 
either hot or cold. 

Mint sauce is considered by some people to 
be an indispensable adjunct to roast lamb, but 
Others like currant jelly better or some other 
Sauce—its own sauce, perhaps. This mint sauce 
though so easy to make, is not a success when 
made b¥ shiftless cooks. As to what its con- 
sistency skall be, there is a difference of opin-. 
ion. It is, undoubtedly, often too thin. A high 
authority on the subject says that it should be 
as thick as horseradish and that “those who 
make mint sauce thin and weak and pour it 
over the meat, like gravy, know nothing 
about it.” 

Roast Lamb with Hot Chili Sauce—Put two 
pounds of lamb in a roaster and sear on both 
sides. Add two and a half inches of water atid 
cook down one inch. Add four peeled potatoes 
and brown them with the, roast. Add to the 
liquid in the pan two tablespoons of moistened 
flour and stir till smooth. Hot Chili Sauce: 
Cook one-half can of tomatoes. Slice into it 
two large onions, season with red pepper, salt 
and butter, and cook till thick.—Mrs. B. F.

‘* Shame on the Curious,’’ Says Lawyer, 
in Opening His Argument. 


Robert E. Cantwell, attorney for Evelyn 
Arthur See, began arguments for his client 
yesterday with a broad attack upon the 
neWspapers—particularly Tue TrIBunzES 
the police, the prosecution, and about every- 
thing and everybody else connected with the 
case except the jury. Mr. Cantwell treated 
the jury with courtesy. 

Basing his assumptions on the fact that 
THE TRIBUNE was the paper which exposed 
See and his cult, and that a reporter helped 
to secure See’s confessions and those of his 
disciples, Mr. Cantwell accused Tum TRIBUNE 
of inspiring the prosecution and of taking 
part in a censpiracy to send See to jail. 

Mr. Cantwell's arguments were preceded by 
those of Francis J. and James E. Callahan. 
Both talked upon the technical impropriety 
of the admission of the confessions and upon 
the charges’ of conspiracy. Mr. Cantwell 
will-résume his argument this morning and 
will continue it throughout the day. The 
state will then be given an opportunity for 
rebuttal, and the case will go to the jury. 


See Seems Amused. 
Gee appeared confident yesterday, laughing 
several times.at the witticisms of his attor- 
ney, and smiling with Mona Rees qpring the 
recesses. Mildred Bridges was not in court 
at all. It was said that Agsistant State's 
Attorney Burnham's arraignment of See and 
herself on Monday had made her ill. 
Once he varied his remarks to direct a shaft 
at the women spectators who have filled the 
courtroom every day since the beginning of 
the trial. 
“Shame on these women,”’ he said, “ who 
sit here every day. Weknow why they come 
here; we know what it is they hope to have 
dinned into their ears. And with gratification 
I say that their perverted curiosity was sat- 
isfied not by the answers of the witnesses but 
by the questions of the prosecution.’’

Board Members Confirm 1910 Assess. 
ments for Many Large Houses, 


Robert J. Dunham, appearing for Armour 
& Co. before the board of review yesterday, 
declared that the personal properties of the 
corporation had decreased in value during 
the last year owing to diminishing business. 
Mr. Dunham, however, acknowledged the 
same valuation as last year. For the offices 
at 137 South La Salle street, this was $1,150,- 
000, and $2.875,00u for the plant at Forty-fifth 
street and Packers avenue—a total of $4,025, - 
000. 

“We really could prove a reduced valua- 
tion,’’ Mr. Dunham told Fred W. Upham, 
president of the reviewers. ‘‘ But the com- 
pany has decided to accept the same assess- 
ment as last year.”’ 

Most of the large establishments that 
passed before the board yesterday were given 
the same valuations as last year. A few 
were increased. The board touches only a 
small fraction of Chicago business in its re- 
view, as only the concerns that fail to file 
schedules with the assessors or who apply 
for decreased taxes are summoned to ap- 
pear. 

Removal Wipes Out Tax. 
A few thousand dollars of taxes were 
wiped out yesterday and a factor in the 
reduction was caused by the removal] from 
Chicago to Italy of Mrs. George F. Shears, 
relieving her of personal property tax. JH. 
L. Jobdell, banker, appearing for Mrs. 
Shears, objected to the valuation of $100,000 
fixed by the board of assessors and charged 
against Mr. Shears, who is dead. 
‘* Mrs. Shears is public spirited enough to 
wish to pay something, however,’‘ Mr. Lob- 
dell said. ‘*She realizes that Mr. Shears 
accumulated his fortune in Chicago and 
consents to pay on $15,000 if the board is 
willing.”

CITIZENSHIP AND THE SCHOOLS. 

The National Educational association will 
consider among other subjects that of 
teaching efficiency. According to Tup 
TRIBUNE’s correspondent at the convention, 
many of the leading members of the asso- 
ciation are insistent in demands for an in- 
vestigation to ascertain more definitely 
present conditions of efficiency and to es- 
tablish standards. 

The association could do ‘nothing more 
important. If there is anything more 
startlingly apparent in the American re- 
public today itis the tremendous responsi- 
bilities of /popular education and its vital 
relation to. the success of the democratic 


experiment. 

The public school cannot wholly counter- 
act the later environment of the individual, 
but its influence has been definite and dy- 
namic, during the formative years; it will 
give the normal individual, if not immuni- 
ty, at least a higher resistive ability than 
has been apparent in the past. ‘The public 
school has been less effective than it might 
and should have been. It has laid most of 
its emphasis on information, little or none 
on will and conduct and moral relations. 

In short, the public schoo! needs drastic 
modernization. to make it a practical and 
efficient instrument of at least rudimentary 
_good citizenship. It is not a mere intellec- 
tual soup station, a state philanthropy to 
provide the individual with more or less use- 
ful means of earning a living or enjoying 
life. It must take upon its broad shoulders 
a large-hurden, It must make itself rather 
a tcivie gymnasium, a soclal-drill yard for 
soldiers’ of peace who march forward. 

The report of the department of high 
schools is confined to the upper branch of 
the service. But civic training should 
begin much earlier than the high school. 
It is gratifying to read in this report that 
high school attendance has increased four- 
fold in twenty. years, yet the great masses 
of the children of the people still fall om 
before the end of the grammar course. 72t 
is imperative that they should be reached. 

Democracy wil) not justify itself if it does 
not make itself efficient. It will not be ef- 
ficient unless the individual is taught his 
responsibilities in the give and take of life, 
unless he is made to realize his social rela- 
tiohs and what they mean. When the ru- 
diments of civilized society are understood 
we will not haye a citizen approved because 
he is faithful to his wife if he has be- 
trayed his city, or because he is good to is 
own children. when by his encouragement 
of public graft, incompetency, or malfeas- 
ance he has made it more difficult for other 
men’s cfildren to prosper or to live. 

A democracy is not a haphazard asso- 
ciation of individuals. That is a mob. A 
democracy is an organization, the most com- 
plex and the highest yet conceived by man. 
It is high time for the American republic 
to realize this, and to provide that the men 
bers of this organization are prope® 
trained and equipped to do the work they 
are called upon to ao in the common task. 


POULTICES FOR POLITICAL PAINS. 

Seventy times in the present session of 
the Massachusetts legislatire have nimble 
footed messengers from the executive of- 
fice rushed breathlessly into the halls of 
constructive statesmanship with a message 
from his excellency the governor to the 
honorable the members of the general as- 
sembly. 

Such a fountain of advice, exhortation, 
and good counsel is Mr, Foss that he gushes 
forth unremittingly, and in the still watches 
of the night the watchman on his rounds 
may reassure the honest burgher who raises 
his worthy head from his peaceful pillow 
to hearken to the cry that all is well and his 
exceliency is writing another message.

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ORD COLEBROOKE has just been ap- 
pointed by King George captain and 
commander of the corps of gentle- 
men at arms, in succession to Lord 
Denman, who has been obliged to give 
up the office on his departure for Australia, 
where he is succeeding Lord Dudley as gov- 
ernor general of the commonwealth. Lord 
Colebrooke is a familiar figure on this side 
of the Atlantic, owing to his frequent visits 
to America with his wife, especially during 
the lifetime of the late William C. Whitney, 
with whom they were wont to spend several 
weeks every year, at his house in New York, 
at his place on Long Island, and at Aiken, 
8. C. Lady Colebrooke is a tall, handsome, 
dark haired, dark eyed wggian, one of the 
many daughters of Lord Alfred Paget, and 
sister, therefore, of Gen, Sir Arthur Paget, 
of Almerie Paget, M: P., who married Paul- 
ine Whitney of New York, and of Sidney 
Paget, who managed for a time the racing 
stud of James B. Haggin. She fs a splendid 
whip and horsewoman, and among her ac- 
complishments possesses those of a sculptor 
and joiner. On her husband's estates in 
Scotland she founded several schools of car- 
pentry for the instruction of the tenantry. 
Their estates are situated in Lanarkshire, 
and include the village of Ledhills. The 
latter is a queer old Scotch place, which is 
peculiar in being without clocks, all its 
affairs being regulated by a bell. an ancient 
and elaborate contrivance, straddled on three 
legs, in charge of a village official. It rings 
the men to their work, the children to school, 
the funerals, festivals, and church services, 
the weddings, and the curfew. In fact, 
everything at Ledhills goes by the bell, just 
as on board ship. Formerly gold wsed to be 
mined at Ledhills, and by reason of the aurif- 
erous nature of the goil in that portion of 
Lanarkshire it used to be known in the days 
of the Stuart kings as “the treasure house 
of Scotland.” The ancient scepter of Scot- 
land, dating from the Stuart times, ts made 
of Ledhills gold; and King George has a 
scarfpin, presented to him on the occasion 
of his marriage by Lord Colebrooke, consist- 
ing of a gold nugget as big as a hazel nut, 
found in the gravel of the Gonner river, 
which runs through the estates and past 
Glengonner house, Lord Colebrooke’s Scot- 
tish home, to join the Clyde.

Lord, Colebrooke used to be known as Sir 
Edward Colebrooke, until on the accession 
to office of the Liberals five years ago he 
was raised to the upper house, in order to 
enable him to become one of the ministerial 
lords in waiting to King Edward; and in 
the following spring he represerited his 
sovereign as lord high commissioner to the 
assembly of Scotland holding viceregal court 
in his name at Holyrood. 

Lord and Lady Colebrooke were great 
favorites of King Edward, who granted 
them for the length of their respective lives 
the use of Fragmore cottage, a picturesque 
villa in Windsor Park, which during the 
reign of Queen Victoria was occupied by her 
munshi, or Indian secretary, and which is 
commodious and possessed of a large private 
garden and grounds. That Lord Colebrooke 
holds as high a place in the regard of George 
V. as he did in that of Edward VII. is shown 
by the fact that he has been until now one 
of the present king's lords in waiting, and 
that he has now been promoted to the highly 
prized post of commander of the corps of 
gentlemen at arms, which carries with it a 
salary of $7,500 a year and all sorts of pre- 
rogatives. 

Lord Colebrooke descends from James 
Colebrooke of Chilham castle, Kent, who 
died ‘in the reign of George II. ‘* reputed 
worth £1,000,000."" His eldest son, Robert, 


of commons and afterward ambassador to 
Turkey; and Lord Colebrooke's grandfather 
was famous as a Sanecrit scholar, and spent 
thirty years In India. 

The corps of gentlemen at arms was first 
organized by Henry VIII. at the time of his 
coronation, and acted as’ his escort on the 
Field of the Cloth of Gold; and whereas the 
Yeomen of the Guard consist of veteran non- 
commissioned officers, the gentlemen at 
arms, Who rank ex-officio as captains of the 
army, are all yeteran commissboned officers. 
ranging from the grade of captain to a4hat 
of full colonel. Arrayed in scarlet, gold 
laced tail coats, .with gold epaulets: and 
aiguilletts, plumed gilt helmets, and armed 
with swords and halberds, they present a 
most picturesque and imposing appearance 
at those court and state functions at which 
their services are alone required. In fact, 
they are the principal] bodyguard of the 
sovereign. 
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Godfrey Rathbone Benson, who was 
created a peer the other day in connection 
with King George's coronation, probably is 
the least known of the men who have just 
been raised to the Reuse of lords. His 
brother’s name is far more familler to the 
public, the brother being F. R. Benson. the 
actor and theatrical manager, who has pro- 
duced many of Shakspeare’s plays and has 
been responsible for twenty-six of the an- 
nual Shakspeare festivals at Stratford-on- 
Avon. He also is celebrated in the rowing 
world, and is the winner of many contests 
on the river between his own university, 
Oxford, and that of Cambridge: 

Like him, Godfrey BensonAs a son of the 
late William Benson, a large land owner 
of Hampshire, and inherited from his father 
Langton park, in that county. He took 
honors at Oxford and for two years was a 
lecturer at Baliol, which had been his col- 
lege, resigning the lectureship in order suc- 
cessfully to contest in 1892 the Woodstock 
division of Oxfordshire asa Liberal. While 
in parliament he acted as unpaid private 
secretary to Lord Burghclere, who was then 
president of the board of agriculture. God- 
frey Benson since then has devoted himself 
greatly to philanthropic work In the east end 
of London, especially in connection with 
Toynbee hall. I may add that he favors 
home rule for Ireland. 


—~—~o- 

Apropos of the honors conferred at the 
time of King George's coronation, it may 
be added that Lord Rosebery will continue 
to bear the name and title under which he 
has become so widely known as former prime 
minister of England and as winner on two 
occasions of the Derby. Itis understood that 
the earldom of Midlothian was bestowed 
spon him not only to give him a place befit- 
ting his rank as a statesman in the house 
of lords, in which he has hitherto sat only 
as an English baron (his Scotch earldom of 
Rosebery carrying with it no seat there), but 
also to prevent the selection of the name 
of Midlothian at some future time by any 
newly created peer with a small territorial 
association with the great district contain- 
ing the Scottish metropolis. 

New peers are free to choose the name 
by which they wish to|/ be known in con- 
nection with their freshly conferred title, 
and the only restriction placed upon them 
is that they should npt pitch upon some 
name identified with the honors or with the 
family asgociations of/some other peer of 
the realm. It is felt, however, that the 
names of counties should be restricted to 
peers who are among their largest land own- 
ers, or else associated therewith in a partic- 
ularly illustrious manner, and that the same 
rules should prevail also with regard to the 
bigger cities of the United Kingdom. 

Until now there has been no Lérd Mid- 
lothian, and there would have been really 
no way of preventing any new peer. such 
as, for instance, Godfrey Benson, whom I 
have just referred to ayers. from choosing 
the name of Midlothian for his title, although 
he has no connection with Scotland and no 
estates there, had not Lord Rosebery stepped 
In and, as one of the great land owners of

If they who 
had the matter in charge knew that I 
was not to be appointed why did I have 
to lose a lot of time and money I could 
not afford?

This office is without authority to give out for 
publication the circumstances attending the non- 
selection of an eligible certifled to an appointing 
officer for consideration in connection with a va- 
cancy in the classified civil service of the United 
States. 

In making selection for appointment the appoint- 
ing .officer is at entire liberty to select any one 
of the three highest eligibles certified for the 
vacancy which he desires to fill. and the civil 
service rules provide than an eligible who has 
been considered by appointing officer in con- 
nection with three separate vacancies need not 
be further considered by that appointing officer.

Endeavor Speakers Say It Would 
Do More than Treaties.

HELP TO POSTAL 


SERVICE. 


Officials of State Societies Hold Meet- 
ings in Atlantic City. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 11.—Esperanto as 
a world language was indorsed today by 
speakers at the Christian Endeavor conven- 
tion, who declared that language would do 
more for universal peace than any number 


of peace treaties, resolutions, or Hague con- | 


ferences. 

The convention indorsed the efforts of the 
Espgranto society of the United States to 
get congressional recognition of the lan- 
guage. 

Aid to Postal Service. 

Because of the ease with which students 
acquire a knowledge of the language it was. 
said that esperanto would be a great help 
to the missionary movement, Chinamen who 
find it difficult to acquire a knowledge of 
English in eight years being known to be- 
come thoroughly conversant with esperanto 
in two. 

It was also pointed out that the language 
would greatly facilitate the postal service 
of the world, and would bea great factor in 
the transaction of. world business in any in- 
ternational convention. 

To secure these beneficial results the con- 
vention recommended the study of esperanto 
in the public schools. 

While this meeting was in feesion the 
presidents of the different state Christian 
Endeavor societies, the secretaries of the 
state societies, superintendents, fleld secre- 
taries and other workers were holding meet- 
ings for the purpose of mapping out plans 
for the ensuing year. 

“If Taft succeeds in winning his campaign 
for universal peace he will win with it a 
place among the foremost statesmen of the 
world. It will be the crowning glory of his 
achievements,’’ declared former Vice Presi- 
dent Fairbanks before the Christian Endeav- 
orers tonight. 


Slogan of “‘Saloonless Nation.” 

Among the resolutions adopted was one 
declaring for a country wide anti-saloon 
campaign under the slogan ‘A Saloonless 
Nation by the Fourth of July, 1920,” 

Other resolutions comprehended an unt- 
qualied indorsement of the absolute stand 
taken by President Taft for peace and erpe- 
cially of thé peace treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States; indorsement of 
President Francis £. Clark's suggestions 
looking toward international organization 
and interdenominational organization of the 
Christian Endeavor society; commendation 
of the postmaster general's action in closing 
postoffices on Sunday; the urging of Sunday 
laws; recommendations that Christian En- 
deavorers take a lead in the safe and sane 
Fourth of July idea. and the recognition that 
‘neither in private morals nor in the public 
prosecution of law breakers is there the 
slightest apology for the existence of a dou- 


ble standard.”

GIRLS IN STOKES CASE HELD 


Two Show Women Who Shot New 
York Hotel Man Bound Over. 


BOTH SET FREE ON BONDS.

Court Winds Up with Inquiry as to 
Missing Letters. 


= 


New York, July 11.—[Special.]—There was 
a double bill on today at the Tombs police 
court, where the W. E. D. Stokes melodrama 
has been playing to a packed house in spite 
of the hot weather. 

Part I. presented the last act {n the police 
court dealing with the shooting of Mr. Stokes 
ir the legs by Miss Lillian Graham and Miss 
Ethel Conrad, the two show girls who pep- 
pered him when he called at their apart- 
ménts in the Varuna on the evening of 
June 7. 

Magistrate Freschi, after hearing more 
testimony relative to the shooting, held both 
young women in $5,000 bail for the grand 
jury. Bail was furnished. : 

Part il. had to do with the mystery of 
the missing love letters written by Stokes 
end an inquiry into the share, if any, that 
James Cummings, the house detective at Ms 
Stokes’ Ansonia hotel, and a number of de 
tectives and policemen had in the matter. 

Nine lettérs written by Stokes to Miss Gra- 
ham were produced at the trial, but the law- 
yers say nine others which werein the young 
woman's apartment- when the shooting took 
place have dropped out of sight. 


Much Mystery About Letters. 

The testimony today, if one believed it all, 
sliowed that sometimes there were heaps of 
letters in Miss Graham's apartments wher 
persons.went looking for them after the 
shooting, and that at other times there were 
enly a few, and then, again, none at all. 

On one thing only did everybody seem to 
agree, and that was that the only letters 
written by Mr. Stokes to Miss Graham found 
anywhere were found by Cummings, the An- 
sonia detective.

Explanations May Be Required. 

That relieved Cummings for the time being, 
but it is probable both he and A. H. Gleason, 
Mr. Stokes’ persona! attorney, who sent 
nine Stokes letters to the district attorney 
two days and a half after they were handed 
to him by Cummings, may be called upon to 
do some explaining. 

District Attorney Whitman said today that 
he was not at all satisfied with Mr. Gleason's 
explanation of the affair.

1910 Increase “Amounted 
to $948,567,718. 


U. 8. LINES SHOW GAINS. 


Passenger Traffic and Freight 
Tonnage Far Above Two 
Preceding Periods.

The aggregate capitelization of the rail- | 


roads of the United States was $18,890,850,293 
on Dec. 31, 1910, having been increased by 
$948,567,718 during the calendar year, ac- 
cording to the statistical introduction of 
Poor's Manual of Railroads, the advance 
sheets of which were made public yesterday. 

This is an ircrease from $75,905 to $78,714 
a mile of road, and compares with $61,884 a 
mile in 1900, $61,343 in 1890, and $58 624 a 
mile in 1880. The. mileage of the roads in- 
creased during the year to 242,107, a growth 
of 3,751, or 1.57 per cent. 


Stock Increase 4.36 Per Cent. 

The capital stock increase was $350,188,227, 
or 4.36 per cent, while the increase in funced 
debt Was $482,531,008, or 5.20 per cent. The 
tendency of railway earnings is shown by the 
exhibits of gross and net; the gross earnings 
having increased during the year 1150 per 
cent, as against an increase of 4.41 per cent 
In the preceding year, while the net earn- 
ings, On account of the increase in ratio of 
operating expenses to earnings from 60.00 
ber cent to 67.23 per cént, showed a gain of 
7.85 per cent, as compared with the much 


greater increase of 18.72 per cent in 1900. 


The gross earnings for 1910 were $2,804, - 
580,039, compared with $2,513,212.763. an in- 
crease of $291,368.176. The net earnings 
were $919,060,312, compared with $852,158, 280 
in 1000, an increasé of $66.907.082. 


While the capitalization and earnings were ad- 
vancing so rapidly the average freight rate per 
ton per mile shews a slight decrease from 7.57 
mills im, 1900 to 7.32 mille fn 1010. «The passenger 
rate per mile however, increased during the year 
frem 1.934 cents to 1.90078. In 1908 the rate was 
1.9064 and in 1907 2.04 cents. 


Record for Traffic Branches. 


In the number of passengers and tons of freight 
carried the totals compiled in the manual show 
record breaking achievements .ae the traffic sta- 
tistics show an increase for 1919 over each of 
the preceding two years. The total number of 
passengers carried was 998.735.4382, while the tons 
of freight carried reached the high mark of 1,817.- 
706,030.

REPORT HEAVY STEEL ORDERS. 


Manufacturers Welcome Contracts for 
Large Batches of Railway 
Equipment. 


One of the most satisfactory features of the 
steel trade last week, and which promises to 
furnish an impetus to the trade in general, 
was the number and size of the orders for 
equipment placed by the railroads. The 
record of orders for the week includes 92 
locomotives, 3,000 cars, and 5,000 tons of 
structural material for bridges, shops. and 
piers. Besides there were orders for 20,000 
tons of rails and orders for 200,000 tons of 
rails are pending, including 100,000 tons for 
export.

New York, Ju:y 11.—[{Special. }—Despite ad- 
vances In both the grain and cotton markets, 
the stock exchange was disposed to takea 
more favorable view of the crop outlook to- 
day than it had on the publication of the gov- 
ernment’s report on Monday and the early 
trading in stocks resulted in a number of sub- 
Stantial advances. 

It Was recognized that the government's 
report did not reflect the betterment in con- 
ditions which. had taken place at the close 
of last week as a result of the rainfalls, 
which were helpful in fortifying both the 
corn and cotton crops against any further 
period of too high temperature. 


Trading Becomes Dull. 

After the first forward movement in prices 
trading became exceedingly dull and re- 
mained so for most of the balance of the ses- 
sion, the total for which was nearly 100,000 
shares under the previous day’s transactions. 
The government's weekly weather report 
was generally unfavorable, but referred to 
last week’s condition rather than to the sit- 
uation brought about by the rains. 


Among the movements in individual issues which 
attracted attention were the advances of nearly 
two points in Brooklyn Rapid Transit, whose im- 
provement was shared in by the conmtpany’s 4 per 
cent, bonds, and advances in Atlantic Coast line 
and Louisville and Nashville. Vague suggestions 
ofa financial plan of advantage to the Louwieville 
and Nashville stockholders have circulated sey- 
©ral times tn the recent past, and today’s forward 

SVement in this stoek and in that of the road 
with which contrel ®f the Louisville is lodged 
was in some quarters connnected with a revival 
of this talk. Virginia Caroline Chemical, whose 
directors reduced the dividend from a 5 per cent 
to a 8 per cent basis, was strong in the early trad- 
ing, and at the close showed a net loss of only a 
quarter. 


Loan Calling No Trouble. 


Some calling of loans wae resorted to by banks 
which felt the need of strengthening their re- 
serves beyond the relatively low level to which 
they had fallen in last week's bank statement. 
but the shifting of loans which this necessitated 
was accomplished without the slightest incon- 
venence to the borrowers from whom the funds 
were recalled. Indeed, in some instances the 
money was reborrowed at even lower rates than 
that which had been paid on the standing loans. 

Time money was as easy a@ at any time of 
— with November money lending at 3% per 
cent. 

The arrival here of the negotiable receipts for 
Panama 3 per cent bonds. issued by the treasury 
to take the place temporarily of the coupon 
bonds, which are not yet ready for delivery, cor- 
rected the inconveniences to which buyers of 
these bonds were put, last week, by the de- 
lay in their delivery. 

At a time when an issue of government bonds 
here has directed particular attention to the 
credit of this government, more than passing in- 
terest attaches to today’s London cables, which 
brought the news of a decline in British consols 
below last year’s lowest quotation, carrying them 
to the lowest level reached in four seore years.
